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HOSPITAL PROFILES: DR. RICHARD H. FREYBERG 


"Without vision the world would perish."--prov. 29:18 


This may be said of Dr. Richard H. Freyberg, 
known to his friends as Dick. To be Sure, his ideas 
changed from sports to music until the final vision 
of being a doctor came to him in 1926. But we are 
putting the cart before the horse. 


Let's start with the little town of Goshen, 
Indiana, where Dr. Freyberg was born on August 14th, 
1904. He was the youngest of six children, evenly 
divided--three boys and three girls. His family ran 
and owned the only laundry in town. Dick worked there 
many days after school and in the summer. It was in- 
stilled in him that there was no excuse for articles 
being lost or misplaced when the system was adequate. 
This may well have been the foundation for his liking 
for neatness and exactness in his medical life. 


Nineteen hundred and nineteen found Richard in 
high school. By this time he had become interested in 
radio and had the first ham radio station in Indiana--AARL (American Radio Relay League). He 
made his own instruments and finally became licensed. The newsp&per would call upon him to 
relay important events and information. He tuned in to the Dempsey-Willard fight and was the 
first to pass the results on to the paper. 


About this time he had an accident which forced him to be on crutches. He had a great 
deal of time to study, and forged ahead in his academic work. Manual training began to attract 
his attention during this period of inactivity. He learned wood-working and how to repair ant- 
iques. To this day he still maintains a fully equipped workshop in his cellar. His home has 
many beautiful samples of his workmanship, including a graceful cherry dining room table. 


Dr. Freyberg was always interested in sports and after a complete recovery, started 
playing basketball in high school. He made the team, and, in his senior year, they won the 
State championship. Because of his interest in basketball, he applied for an athletic scholar- 
Ship at Swarthmore College and received it. 


_ In the meantime, music had gotten a strangle hold on Dick. He began to play the 
Saxaphone, which seemed a natural to him. Now his only desire was to get into a college with 
-& good band. An interested friend convinced Dick to apply for a scholarship at the University 
of Michigan, as he felt they had by far a more active Sports program than Swarthmore, Also the 
fact that Kennedy's Collegians, a top-notch dance band, was in Ann Arbor, was the deciding 

factor and incentive for selecting the University of Michigan. 
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He graduated as Valedictorian from high school and, armed with his saxaphone, traipsed 
to Ann Arbor and entered the University in the fall of 1922. It was not long before he was 
playing with Kennedy's Collegians and studying on the side. His freshman year was hectic. 
Compulsory physical education was required for the "Frosh." To avoid this, he answered the 
call for try-outs for the track team. He made the team and was automatically excused from 
gym classes. Dick came cross-country on the relay teams and was Michigan's star half-miler 
throughout his college years. 


At the end of his freshman year he had a hard decision to make. He was doing well with 
‘the band--they had played at the Junior Hop opposite Fred Waring's Pennsylvanians and his 
career seemed made in the field of music. Fortunately for us, he decided to forego this and 
Femained at college. 


During vacations in the summer, to help earn his tuition, he was counsellor at a boys’ 
camp. He majored in economics, and between his junior and senior years, Dick became a bond 
salesman. One of his prospective customers was a doctor. The doctor did not buy any bonds-—- 
instead he sold Dick the idea of studying medicine. 


In 1926 Dick was graduated from the University of Michigan with a B.A. degree--Magna Cum 
Laude, and was elected to Phi Beta Kappa. He received his M.D. in 1930. While interning at 
the University Hospital at Ann Arbor for the following two years, Dick became interested in 
problems of kidney diseases, edema and nutrition. He was special intern for Dr. Newburgh, Prof- 
essor of Clinical Investigation in the University Medical School. 


Study did not take up all of his time, however. He met Helen Beckman, a graduate hurse 
of the University of Minnesota during his junior year at medical school. They were married in 
1932. They have two lovely children, Joanne, born in 1936, and Tommy, born in February 1940. 


In 1933 Dick became Instructor of Internal Medicine and Research Fellow in Nutrition. He 
went to summer school and received his Master's degree in 1935. He still continued his studies 
—now in calcium metabolism and osteoporosis. 


In 1937 a grant of one million dollars was given to the University for the study of 
arthritis and rheumatoid diseases. Dr. Freyberg was asked to start this unit. Dick set up and 
directed the Rackman Arthritis Unit from 1937 to 1944. 


In 1944 Dr. Wilson was instrumental in getting Dr. Freyberg to come to the Hospital for 
Special Surgery. Dr. Carlisle Boyd, the Chief of our Medical Staff had retired. Dr. Garfield 
Snyder, Chief of Arthritis Clinic, had died. We had never had a medical ward or an in-patient 
department for the care of arthritis. 


Dr. Freyberg was given the job of organizing a medical service. This was to include a 
twenty bed ward and a research laboratory to be used exclusively for the study of arthritis and 
allied diseases. Dr. Traeger and Dr. Pettengill helped to formulate the plan. 


Money had to be raised for the laboratory. This was done through private contributions 
and federal aid. Through diligence and hard work he has made his service one of the foremost 
in the country. This: became apparent at the time of the discovery of cortisone. We were one 
of the few hospitals who had access to this wonderful drug. 


Along with his service he carries on a private practice. He is Associate Professor of 
Clinical Medicine at Cornell and Assistant Attending Physician at New York Hospital. He has 
many other affiliations too numerous to mention. 


Despite this busy program he finds time to relax and pay attention to his children, 
In the summer he may be found playing tennis or golf. He loves to travel and does so méstly 
by air. He has a wonderful collection of movies taken on his various trips and many beautiful 
colored slides. He and Helen are ardent theatre-goers and his love for music is still with hin. 
Although now it takes the form of singing his lungs out. He has a very deft hand at mixing a 
drink and often has been heard to'say he shauld have been a bartender..

After six months, with the advice of hospital doctors, and the consent of her 
mother, a doctor from Vienna came to see her. A new and smaller. cast applied, Sylvia 
remained in the Hospital for five more months. Then her mother took care of her at 
home where she remained in a cast for one more year. A most wonderful day arrived-- 
the day when the cast was removed. In one easy sentence we say "she learned to walk" 
but we must remember a child's courage and a mother's tender care. Subsequently, she 
was into all kinds of normal activity, fun and schooling. Sylvia became a school 
teacher and still is at this present writing.
